LAWYERS CASE 
DIFFERENT 


Gross Income Means Gains, Profits 


and Income Derived From Sal- 
aries, Wages or Compensation 


Numerous inquiries have been re- 


ceived, the internal revenue depart- 
ment states, regarding the proper 
interpretation of Section 223 of the' 
Revenue Act of 1921, 
which 
pro- 


vides that each 
individual whose 


gross income for 1921 was $5,000 or 
over shall file- a return regardless 
of -his or her net income. 


Gross 
income means statutory 


gross income, defined by the revenue 
act to include "gains, profits and 
income derived from salaries, wages 
or compensation for personal ser- 


* * * of whatever kind and in 


whatever form; paid, or from pro- 
fessions, vocations, trades, business, 
commerce or sales 
or 
dealings in 


property, whether real or personal 
growing out of the ownership or use 
of .or interest in such property; also 
from interest, rent, dividends, sec- 
urities or the transaction of 
any 


business carried for gain or profit 
or gains or profits and income de- 
rived from any source whatever." 


Gross income does not nccessar- 


ry mean gross receipts. A merchants 
:or instance, in computing statutory 
gross income, should deduct there- 
'rom the cost of goods sold. 
For 


example, a merchant may have gross 
receipts amounting to $10,000, but 
he cost, of goods sold amounts to 
>7,000. He has no other income. The 
statutory gross income would be $3,- 
100. In case the other .deductions 
dlowed him for business expenses,* 
axes, 
interest, 
bad 
debts, 
etc., 


amount to $2,500, his net 
income 


vould be $500. No return of income 
s required in this case. 


A lawyer who is married and liv- 


ng with his wife has gross receipts 
n the form of fees amounting to 
16,000 and his necessary business 
xpenses amount to $4,200, leaving 
x net income of only $1,800.

ssue forcast some time ago over 
the word "rights." The Johnson re- 
servation follows: 


"The use of the word 'rights in 


he preamble and'in Article 1 and 2 
of this treaty shall not be taken to 
commit the signatory powers to any 
guarantee 
or on any opinion re- 


garding the validity of any rights 
which may by any power or people 
be claimed as valid, but it at 
the 


same time may by other powers of 
people be deemed invalid; and it is 
understood' that in any dispute ex- 
isting or further regarding the val- 
idity of rights, the signatory pow- 
ers, reserved as to itself, a full lib- 
erty of judgment." 


Johnson's reservation is an effort 


to limit the rights of the signatory 
power to dispute rights. 
For 
in- 


stance, if it should be adopted, the 
United .-States regards as not nec- 
essary holding valid -Japan's claim 
to certain rights;in--Manchuria and 
in Sakhalin Islands.
